that tho patient experienced a reaction Immedi-
ately

of tho intcrvlow 0 30 p m tho pulse was
about 120 and had been higher When asked tho
causo of tho recurrence of tho rigors tho Doctor
said It may bo duo to local causes but If so they
aro not manifested I think that the ncurronco is
duo to tho enfeebled condition of tho patient Tbo
depraved conditions of tho fluids together with
tbo local sores aro sufficient to produco

Cndot Midshipman Jnmcs J G Cooper
US N died of pyrcmla last Friday morning at
tho Naval Hospital in this city Ho participated
In tho Garfield Inaugural procession on tbo 4th of
March and was taken sick on tho next day
Illood poisoning soon developed Ho wasted to a
mere skeleton and literally died by Inches An
outllno of tho symptoms of this case aa exhibited
up to tho 25th of last August n as published In
The Detiolican of that date Tho sjraptorosln
Midshipman Coopers coto wcro tbo samo from
nearly tho beginning up to a short tlmo ago us
thoso which have developed in General Garfields
case Parallel records of these cases wcro kept by
tho surgeons In charge at the Naval Hospital end
wero luspictcd and compared dally with great in ¬

terest by leading members of the medical profes ¬

sion In this city In several Important and very
significant s mptoms

the two cases were identical
There was tbo gradual and steady sinking tho

occasional Indications of revival or returning
strength alwajs followed sometimes suddcnl
by relapses to a very low condition and tho fluc-

tuations

pulse Young Cooper was hopeful and on several
occasions ho Imagined himself so far improved
that ho declared himself convalescent and ready
to lcavo his sick bed but In each Instance ho Buf-
